DETAILED ACTION 

1. The supplemental Appeal Brief filed on 10/2/06 contains proper 'Evidence' and 'Related 
Proceedings 5 Appendices and therefore has been entered and considered. The application has 
been forwarded to the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences for decision on the Appeal. 

2. In addition to those items mentioned in the previous paragraph, the Board of Patent 
Appeals and Interferences also returned the Appeal to the Examiner (see 'Order Returning 
Undocketed Appeal'' dated 6/15/06) because it did not provide English translations for the JP 
2001-146439 reference to Yoshinori or the FR 2793889 reference to Anderson and it did not 
have complete copies of the two translations scanned into IFW and furnished to Appellant. 

The Examiner would like to point out that complete English translations of the JP '439 
and FR '889 references were scanned into IFW and sent to Appellant along with the Examiner's 
Answer dated 1/19/06 - almost five months before the Board returned the Appeal to the 
Examiner. 

3. In addition to those items mentioned in the previous paragraph, the Board of Patent 
Appeals and Interferences also returned the Appeal to the Examiner because it was not apparent 
from the record whether or not the Supplemental Declaration under 37 CFR 1.131 filed on 

5/1 1/05 was considered by the Examiner. 

This Supplemental Declaration filed on 5/1 1/05 was considered by the Examiner in the 
Final office action dated 7/18/05 but this was not expressly stated in the office action because 
Appellant's arguments, also filed on 5/1 1/05, convinced the Examiner that the original 
Declaration under 37 CFR 1.131 filed on 9/29/04 was sufficient to overcome the Hartig et al. 
reference (see paragraph 4 of Final office action dated 7/1 8/05). 
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4. In addition to those items mentioned in the previous paragraph, the Board of Patent 
Appeals and Interferences also returned the Appeal to the Examiner because the full names of 
the Conferees were not typed or printed on the last page of the Examiner's Answer dated 
1/19/06. 

Therefore, a revised Examiner's Answer that corrects this problem has been provided to 
Appellant.
